to  choose  the  colors  for 
YOUR  FLOORS 


he  floor  of  any  room  is  its  foundation.  It  should  never  be 

1 drab  and  lifeless,  but  it  should  be  in  pood  taste.  Colors 
should  never  be  harsh  or  distracting.  That  is  why  you  will  find  all 
Kyanize  Floor  Enamel  Colors  of  a more  subdued  shade  than  the 
colors  that  you  would  use  for  your  furniture,  walls,  or  ceilings. 
All  of  the  Kyanize  Floor  Enamel  Colors  make  good  base  or  foun- 
dation tones  for  a room,  and  you  can  feel  safe  in  selecting  any  of 
them.  The  important  point  is  to  be  sure  that  the  color  you  select 
harmonizes  with  that  room.  Just  pick  one  of  the  Kyanize  colors 
that  you  like  and  that  blends  agreeably  with  the  color  of  the 
wall  paper  and  draperies.  You  may  then  decorate  this  "ground” 
or  base  color  with  other  colors  or  shades. 

Remember,  harmonizing  colors  are  two  colors  of  the  same 
general  character  but  of  different  shades,  such  as  Warm  Gray 
and  Navy  Gray,  Tile  Green  and  Dust  Drab,  etc.;  while  contrast- 
ing colors  are  pleasing,  but  sharply  different  combinations  of 
colors,  such  as  Tile  Green  and  Buff,  Rich  Red  and  Warm  Gray, 
Blue  and  Orange,  etc.  Lovely  effects  may  be  had  with  both 
harmonizing  and  contrasting  colors. 

Your  best  guide  will  be  a study  of  the  illustrations  in  this  book, 
and  experimenting  yourself  with  various  floor  styles  shown  in 
the  Cornerpiece  Booklet.  You  will  notice  that  the  little  booklet 
is  cut  so  that  its  pages  just  fit  into  the  eleven  rooms  illustrated  on 
the  following  pages.  Try  the  different  Roldart  Floor  designs  in 
the  rooms  and  pick  out  the  design  you  prefer.  Then  by  studying 
the  room  in  your  home  that  you  wish  to  decorate,  and  referring 
to  a color  card  of  Kyanize  Floor  Enamel,  you  can  readily  decide 
what  colors  to  use  on  your  own  floor. 

You  see,  you  no  longer  need  to  depend  on  “stock”  patterns 
and  colorings  for  floors,  but  can  create  one  to  suit  your  own  fancy 
and  your  particular  furnishings.

MODERN 

LIVING-ROOM 


Here,  as  much  as  anywhere  in  the  house,  you  need  a pleasant, 
happy,  different  sort  of  setting  for  your  daily  life.  In  selecting  pat- 
terns and  colors  for  living-room  floor  decoration,  be  sure  to  take  into 
consideration  any  rugs  which  you  are  planning  to  use. 

Rugs  with  striking  designs  blend  best  with  floors  of  plain  design 
(solid  color,  plain,  or  Roldart  border,  stipple  and  spatter  work). 

With  plain-color  rugs,  use  a more  lively  design  to  add  color  and 
life  to  the  room. 


1 he  rich,  soft  colors  of  Kyanize  Floor  Enamel  lend  themselves 
admirably  to  the  decorating  of  the  old  or  colonial  types  of  living-room. 

A plain  color  with  decorations  in  a contrasting  color,  dropped  with 
casual  grace  at  various  spots,  gives  the  room  an  unpretentious  but 
unmistakable  charm. 

In  such  a room,  do  not  be  afraid  to  use  the  color  or  design  that 
you  like,  for  only  in  that  way  will  you  obtain  an  expressive  individ- 
uality. 


Here  again  the  rugs  to  be  used  will  have  a decided  effect  on  the  floor 
colorings  you  choose.  For  instance,  you  can  create  a sunny,  interesting 
dining-room,  without  any  rugs  except  of  scatter-size,  by  using  one  of  the 
charming  check  designs  in  warm,  rich  colors.  In  a dining-room  where  the 
rug  covers  most  of  the  floor,  you  can  add  considerably  to  its  beauty  by 
using  a solid  color  to  set  off  (or  frame)  the  rug.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  har- 
mony is  important. 

Consider  whether  you  want  your  dining-room  to  be  formal  or  informal, 
smart  or  conservative,  serious  or  gay.  Your  own  taste  and  the  surround- 
ings of  your  dining-room  should  be  your  guide  in  these  matters. 


The  furnishings  and  their  arrangement,  the  amount  of  sun  and 
artificial  lighting  in  the  dining-room,  all  play  a part  in  the  choice  of 
floor  decoration.  Therefore,  two  dining-rooms  are  depicted  to  give 
you  a clearer  idea  of  the  basic  principles  of  achieving  artistic  floors. 

This  particular  dining-room  has  excess  light,  is  furnished  in  staid 
colonial  furniture  and  is  a room  in  direct  contrast  to  the  one  on  the 
other  page.  By  using  the  Cornerpiece  Booklet,  in  conjunction  with 
these  two  dining-room  pictures,  you  will  find  that  certain  patterns 
and  motifs  are  more  delightful  in  one  than  the  other. 


THE  KITCHEN 


Color  has  come  into  the  kitchen  more  and  more  in  these  last  few  years, 
and  it  is  only  right  that  it  should.  A housewife  naturally  spends  a great 
deal  of  her  time  in  her  kitchen,  and  it  means  so  much  to  have  a cheery, 
attractive  place.  While  you  would  naturally  think  of  a floor  design  in 
squares,  you  will  find  that  many  of  the  spatter  designs,  solid  color  de- 
signs, and  others  shown  in  the  Roldart  Cornerpiece  Booklet  give  a 
delightfully  different  efTect  in  the  kitchen.  And  they  are  so  easy  to  make. 

Remember,  too,  that  Kyanize  will  give  you  a smooth,  non-porous 
surface  which  is  easy  to  clean.  Brooms  and  mops  can  instantly  remove 
the  dirt  and  dust  from  its  glossy  surface,  and  leave  the  floor  looking  as 
bright  and  beautiful  as  ever. 
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This  is  the  place  above  all  others  where  you  want  to  let  outdoors 
inside  the  house;  where  you  want  cheeriness  and  sunshine  to  pre- 
dominate. Perhaps  this  will  be  the  very  first  room  that  you  will 
want  to  give  the  dress  of  a colorful  floor,  and  usually  this  is  the 
room  where  you  can  use  color  freely. 

If  you  have  an  old  linoleum  or  “art  square”  that  is  dirty  and 
worn,  or  from  which  the  pattern  has  faded,  it  can  be  made  better 
than  new  with  a coat  of  Kyanize  Floor  Enamel  and  a colorful  Roldart 
design. 


Here  is  a room  that  is  your  very  own,  one  that  usually  radiates  your 
personality  to  a more  marked  degree  than  any  other  part  of  the  house. 
Now,  with  a few  hours  of  easy  work  (which  is  really  mor e/un  than  work) 
and  very  little  expense,  you  can  have  your  bedroom  just  the  way  you 
have  always  wanted  it. 

Try  the  floor  patterns  to  see  the  many  beautiful  effects  you  can  get.

And  remember  that  there  are  literally  hundreds  of  differ- 
ent color  combinations  and  designs  that  you  can  use.  The  Booklet  shows 
only  a few. 


THE  BATHROOM 


Here  again  the  fact  that  Kyanize  is  easy  to  keep  clean,  and  is 
waterproof,  makes  it  the  practical  as  well  as  the  pleasing  medium 
with  which  to  add  color  to  the  bathroom.  Checks  in  a color  to  har- 
monize with  the  room  are  always  in  good  taste;  and  spatter  work  or 
a solid  color  with  a large  design  in  the  center  of  the  floor  also  gives 
striking  effects.

It’s  wonderful  to  see  what  a little  wall  board  and  some  Kyanize  can 
do  to  make  a pleasant,  livable  room  out  of  the  waste  space  in  the  attic 
or  cellar. 

Here  you  can  indulge  your  taste  to  the  utmost,  for  here  color  works 
its  magic  in  making  a delightful  room  out  of  space  that  once  was  almost 
useless. 

A play  room  for  the  kiddies  in  the  attic,  or  a game  room  for  the  grown- 
ups in  the  cellar,  a work  shop,  studio  or  study — so  many  things  are 
possible  if  you’ll  take  the  time  and  have  the  space.

It  is  ever  so  easy  and  so  much  fun  to 
obtain  distinctive,  charming  floors  with 
this  new  Kyanize  Roldart  floor  decorating 
system.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Roldart 
Cut  Out  designs,  the  Kyanize  Roldart 
roller,  and  a coat  or  two  of  Kyanize  Floor 
Enamel,  you  will  find  it  easy  to  color  your 
floors  in  harmonious  and  decorative  pat- 
terns that  will  repay  you  a hundredfold 
in  pride  and  pleasure  for  a slight  expense 
of  time  and  effort. 

Of  course,  the  first  thing  you  must  do 
before  starting  to  decorate  your  floors  is 
to  see  that  the  old  floor  is  properly  pre- 
pared. This  is  not  difficult  or  complicated. 
Merely  see  that  the  floor  is  entirely  free  of 
dirt,  grease,  or  wax.  Wax  or  grease  spots 
may  be  removed  with  gasoline.  If  you 
scrub  your  floor  first,  be  sure  to  allow 
plenty  of  time  for  it  to  dry  out  thoroughly 
before  applying  the  Kyanize. 

The  next  thing  to  do  is  to  decide  which 
color  is  going  to  be  your  foundation  color. 
All  these  attractive  floors  are  started  by 
the  application  of  a solid  color  which  is 
painted  over  the  entire  floor. 

Start  painting  at  the  corner  furthest 
away  from  the  door  at  which  you  will 
make  your  exit.  Flow  on  a fairly  full,  even 


coat  of  Kyanize  Floor  Enamel  and  brush 
it  well  into  the  wood,  work  toward  the 
door  until  the  entire  floor  is  covered,  brush- 
ing always  the  long  way  of  the  boards. 

You  then  must  allow  at  least  six  to 
eight  hours  for  this  coat  to  harden  well. 
(You  can  test  its  dryness  by  a light  touch 
of  the  finger  tips.)  It  is  then  ready  for  the 
decorative  scheme  or  motif  you  may  have 
chosen. 

In  adding  decorative  effects  in  harmon- 
izing or  contrasting  colors  to  your  founda- 
tion color,  there  are  unlimited  possibili- 
ties. There  are  three  general  classes  of 
decorative  treatment  which  you  will  find 
described  in  the  following  pages.  Some 
are  very  simple,  others  require  more  time 
and  care  in  their  construction. 

The  first  and  simplest  of  all,  of  course, 
are  plain  colors.  Just  one  coat  of  Kyanize 
Floor  Enamel  in  a solid  color  makes  a very 
attractive  floor  covering  where  there  are 
large  rugs  in  the  room.  The  second  classi- 
fication is  floors  with  an  all-over  design. 
Generally  these  floors  are  of  two  types, 
either  spattered  or  stippled.  Several  of 
each  kind  are  illustrated  in  the  Corner- 
piece  booklet,  and  on  the  following  pages 
you  will  find  instructions  for  making 
them.  The  third  classification  is  the  most 
interesting  and  attractive — Kyanize  Rold- 
art  decorated  floors.  The  decorations  in 
the  Cornerpiece  booklet  were  all  made  by 
the  use  of  Roldart  Cut  Outs  through 
which  the  paint  was  applied  with  the 
exclusive  rolling  application.

You  can  make  literally  thousands  of 
combinations  of  these  three  kinds  of 
floors.  Your  own  ingenuity  and  a careful 
study  of  the  instructions  in  this  book  will 
suggest  some  very  charming  schemes. 

No  previous  system  of  floor  decorating 
has  ever  given  one  the  full  freedom  of  ex- 
pressing individuality,  with  such  a wide 
range  of  decorative  schemes  to  choose 
from,  as  Kyanize  Roldart. 


All-over  Designs 

Spatter  and  stipple  effects  are  usually 
applied  over  the  entire  floor.  There  is  a 
grateful  casualness  about  them  that  makes 
them  very  suitable  for  an  informal  room, 
and  it  is  easy  to  make  them.  All  you  need 
is  a little  additional  equipment  that  you 
can  find  around  the  house. 

If  you  have  applied  your  foundation 
coat  and  have  chosen  an  appropriate  color 
with  which  to  spatter  it,  cut  a section  of 
metal  window  screen  about  8 inches 
square,  fasten  three  sides  of  it  to  narrow 
boards,  as  shown  in  the  accompanying 
sketch.  The  extra  long  board  is  used  to 
hold  the  device  in  your  hand  while  spat- 
tering. 

Next  pour  about  a half  cup  of  Kyanize 
Floor  Enamel  of  the  color  you  wish  to  use, 
and  add  to  it  a half  cup  of  pure  turpentine. 
Mix  this  thoroughly  until  the  enamel  be- 
comes quite  thin.  Then  dip  an  ordinary 
brush  into  the  cup  and  allow  it  to  soak  up 
the  coloring.  Before  you  use  it,  however, 
hold  it  over  the  cup  to  allow  the  excess 


enamel  to  drip  off.  Then,  hold  the  piece  of 
window  screen  about  waist  high  and  snap 
the  brush  smartly  against  the  wire  of  the 
screen.  You  will  notice  that  the  enamel  will 
fly  through  the  screen  and  cover  the  floor 
with  little  spots.  You  will  find  it  well  to 
practice  on  a piece  of  wrapping  paper  two 
or  three  times  before  you  start  on  your 
floor,  to  be  sure  that  you  have  learned  the 
knack.  This  operation  is  continued  over 
the  entire  floor.  With  a little  experiment- 
ing, you  will  learn  how  to  make  a fine  or 
coarse  spatter,  and  can  produce  many 
charming  effects. 

Stippling  a floor  is  even  simpler  than 
spattering.  All  you  need  is  a full  sheet  of 
newspaper  crumpled  up  into  a ball  that 
you  can  hold  in  your  hand  conveniently. 
Pour  out  onto  a piece  of  board  or  wrap- 
ping paper  a small  pool  of  enamel,  just  as 
it  comes  from  the  can,  and  dip  the  bottom 
of  the  ball  of  newspaper  into  it.  Then 
gently  touch  the  floor  with  the  newspaper 
and  you  will  find  that  the  odd.  irregular 
shapes  of  the  wrinkles  w ill  leave  random, 
irregular  patterns.  No  two  spots  w ill  be  of 
the  same  size  or  shape. 

This  operation  is  also  continued  over 
the  entire  floor,  and  with  a little  experi- 
menting you  will  find  that  this  stippling, 
also,  has  a wealth  of  artistic  possibilities. 
One,  two,  or  even  more  colors  may  be 
used. 

A combination  of  spatter  work  and  stip- 
pling often  produces  rich  effects.  Borders, 
as  well  as  foundations,  may  be  made 


by  either  or  both  of  these  methods.  To 
make  a border,  cover  up  with  wrapping 
paper  the  part  of  the  floor  not  to  be  spat- 
tered or  stippled.  This  allows  the  enamel 
to  reach  only  those  parts  of  the  floor  that 
you  wish  decorated.  When  the  enamel 
dries,  take  up  the  paper  and  you  will  find 
a distinct,  well-defined  line  all  around  the 
edge  of  the  room.  If  you  care  to,  you  can 
scallop  the  edges  of  the  paper  you  lay 
down  or  treat  them  in  any  manner  you 
think  fit,  in  this  way  creating  a wavy  or 
motional  border. 

Plain  Borders , Stencil  Borders 
and  All-over  Designs 


To  create  a plain  border  decoration,  de- 
cide first  on  the  width  of  the  border  and 
the  distance  that  you  wish  it  from  the 
walls.  Ten  inches  is  about  the  right  dis- 
tance from  the  baseboard  for  a small 
room.  Larger  rooms  look  better  with  a 
wider  margin.  Mark  oir  ten  inches  from 
the  baseboard  at  each  end  of  the  room. 
Tack  down  a piece  of  string  at  one  end  of 
the  room  and  rub  chalk  on  it  for  its  full 
length,  pull  it  taut,  and  tack  it  down  ten 
inches  from  the  baseboard  at  the  other 
end  of  the  room.  Then  raise  the  center  of 
the  string  slightly  and  let  it  snap  down  to 
the  floor.  The  chalk  will  make  a clean 
straight  line  across  the  entire  side  of  your 
room. 

This  process  may  be  continued  on  all 
four  sides  of  the  room.  It  can  be  repeated 
to  establish  the  other  side  or  thickness  of 
the  border  by  measuring  out  a larger  dis- 


tance  from  the  wall.  You  can  then  paint 
with  a brush  between  these  two  lines. 
You  may  make  a wide  or  narrow  border, 
or  several  of  different  sizes. 

You  will  find  it  helpful  when  painting 
narrow  borders  or  straight  lines  to  place 
the  edge  of  a Kyanize  Roldart  Cut  Out 
along  the  line  and  then  with  the  Roliton 
brush  apply  the  paint  along  the  edge  of 
the  stencil.  This  will  give  you  a long,  even 
line  and  is  much  easier  than  trying  to 
paint  to  the  line  with  an  ordinary  brush. 

Decorative  borders  require  the  use  of 
the  Kyanize  Roldart  Cut  Outs  which  are 
furnished  at  moderate  cost  by  your  Kyan- 
ize dealer  as  part  of  this  system.  The  Cut 
Outs  come  in  five  different  border  motifs 
or  designs.  One  Cut  Out  contains  several 
different  individual  decorations. 

You  may  apply  a Roldart  decorative 
motif  directly  on  the  foundation  coat  or 
on  a plain  border  described  in  the  para- 
graphs above.  The  decorating  system  is 
very  simple  and  easy  to  understand. 

When  your  floor  is  ready  for  a decorated 
border,  take  a Roldart  Cut  Out  and  fasten 
to  it  with  thumb  tacks  a thin,  stiff  piece  of 
wood  or  cardboard,  as  shown  in  the  ac- 
companying sketch.  These  pieces  act  as  a 
guard  to  keep  the  Cut  Out  a uniform  dis- 
tance from  the  baseboard. 

Obtain  a piece  of  old  board  or  wrapping 
paper,  and  apply  a good  coat  of  enamel  to 
it  just  as  it  comes  from  the  can,  then  take 
a Kyanize  Roldart  Roller  (which  can  also 
be  obtained  from  your  Kyanize  dealer) 
and  roll  it  up  and  down  through  the  en- 
amel several  times,  allowing  the  surface  of 
the  roller  to  become  thoroughly  saturated. 

Be  careful,  however,  not  to  get  too  much 


enamel  on  the  roller,  or  it  will  be  difficult 
to  obtain  clean-cut  edges.  It  is  better  to 
start  with  too  little  enamel,  than  with  too 
much;  adding  to  it  as  you  become  accus- 
tomed to  the  work. 

Place  your  Cut  Out  at  one  corner  of 
your  room  and  roll  the  enamel  through  it 
onto  the  floor.  Work  the  roller  back  and 
forth  over  the  Cut  Out  until  every  space 
has  been  filled  in  solidly  with  color.  Then 
lift  the  Cut  Out  (do  not  slide  it)  carefully 
and  fit  the  open  end  of  the  Cut  Out  to  the 
edge  of  the  first  design  that  you  have  just 
rolled  on.  In  this  way  you  can  join  the  half 
sections  with  the  last  part  of  the  pattern 
painted  and  follow  this  process  all  around 
the  edge  of  the  room  until  the  border  is 
completed.  Study  the  sketches  carefully 
to  see  how  it  is  done. 

It  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  you 
are  restricted  to  the  designs  in  which  these 
Roldart  Cut  Outs  are  supplied.  You  may 
combine  the  designs  of  several.  You  may 
color  each  separate  part  of  the  Cut  Out  in 
a different  color.  You  may  color  parts  of 
the  pattern  in  one  color  and  the  rest  of 
the  design  in  another. 

You  will  enjoy  experimenting  with 
these  Cut  Outs  and  the  Roldart  Roller 
which  makes  decorating  so  easy. 

Don’t  forget  that  if  you  make  a mistake 
or  slip,  and  smear  one  of  your  designs,  it 
is  a simple  matter  to  take  a cloth  mois- 
tened with  turpentine  and  wipe  off  the 
design  and  start  over  again.  Do  not  let  it 
dry  before  trying  to  remove  it.  Rub  it  off 
immediately  and  you  will  have  no  trouble 
in  making  a fresh  start. 

If  you  find  it  necessary  to  leave  the 
work  incompleted  for  a short  period  of 


time,  be  certain  to  leave  the  roller  im- 
mersed in  the  enamel.  This  will  prevent 
the  roller  drying  out  and  keep  it  soft  and 
pliable  for  continued  use. 

Here,  then,  in  this  Kyanize  Roldart 
Floor  Decoration  System  you  have  a clean, 
attractive,  sanitary,  free-from-lint  floor 
covering  according  to  your  wishes.  You 
will  find  Kyanize  Floor  Enamel  long  wear- 
ing and  fast  in  color.  It  will  wash  easily. 
And  when  months  of  wear  start  to  obliter- 
ate the  designs — merely  procure  another 
small  can  of  Kyanize,  use  the  old  Cut  Out, 
and  your  floor  is  new  again. 

Or  you  may  choose  to  redecorate  your 
floors  at  certain  periods.
